All  accident  cases  are 
admitted  free  at  any  time,  day  or  night,  without  a  recommen¬ 
dation,  and  will  be  retained  in  the  Hospital  for  treatment  if 
found  necessary. 

OUT-PATIENTS 

are  admitted  on  the  recommendation  of  Subscribers,  and  must 
bring  a  Ticket  properly  filled  in  and  signed,  and  a  pint  bottle 
for  medicine. 

No  Chronic  or  Infectious  Cases  will  be  admitted,  either  as 
In  or  Out-Patients. 

As  the  Hospital  is  intended  for  the  benefit  of  the  truly 
deserving,  the  Board  of  Governors  wish  to  urge  on  all 
Subscribers  the  necessity  of  carefully  inquiring  into  all  cases 
before  giving  a  note  of  recommendation,  as  the  only  persons 
entitled  to  be  treated  are  those  who  cannot  afford  to  pay  for 
medical  advice. 

While  strictly  adhering  to  the  original  purpose  of  the 
Hospital  in  supplying  the  needs  of  the  poor,  the  Board  feels 
that  there  may  arise  cases  in  which  a  person  may  need  the 
benefits  of  a  Hospital,  and  at  the  same  time  be  able  and 
willing  to  pay  the  whole  or  part  of  the  cost  which  it  may 
incur.  The  Governors  will,  therefore,  be  prepared  to  consider 
on  its  merits  any  such  case  as  in  future  may  come  before 
them.

The  Board  of  Governors  have  much  pleasure  in  submitting 
the  40th  Annual  Report  of  the  Income  and  Expenditure  for 
the  year  ending  81st  December,  1928,  and  also  to  gratefully 
thank  the  many  subscribers  and  helpers  who  by  their  generous 
contributions  have  enabled  the  Committee  of  Management  to 
meet  the  numerous  charges  entailed  in  carrying  out  the  necessary 
work  of  the  Hospital. 

The  total  amount  of  Income  from  all  sources  during  the 
year  was  £1680  7s.  lOd.  Under  the  headings  of  Subscriptions, 
Donations  and  Boxes,  there  has  been  an  appreciable  increase 
which  indicate  a  wider  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the 
Hospital.

helpers  who  organized  it  and  achieved  this  success.

Many  gifts  in  kind  were  received  at  the  Hospital,  and  the 
Governors  wish  to  thank  the  donors  especially  for  the  gift  of  400 
eggs  from  the  Rev.  A.  J.  Taylor, 

The  Reports  of  the  Medical  Staff  and  the  Ladies  Com¬ 
mittee  will  give  details  of  their  various  activities. 

The  total  expenditure  for  1928  was  £1588  19s.  8d.  against 
£1613  15s,  7d.  in  1927.  Having  brought  forward  a  small 
balance  of  £6  9s.  10d.,  the  Governors  are  pleased  to  have 
been  able,  by  exercising  the  greatest  economy,  to  show  a 
balance  in  the  bank  of  £52  18s.  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Board  of  Governors  wish  to  place  on  record  their 
regret  on  the  retirement  of  Dr.  J,  Sleeman  Reed  after  so  many 
years  devoted  service  to  the  Hospital.  At  their  earnest  request 
he  has  kindly  consented  to  act  as  Hon,  Consulting  Surgeon.

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MEDICAL  REPORT,  1928. 


During  the  year  1928,  215  patients  were  admitted  for 
treatment.  There  were  six  patients  remaining  in  Hospital  from 
1927,  making  a  total  of  221  patients  treated.  Of  these  cases  75 
were  females,  59  males,  and  81  children,  and  comprised  87 
medical  and  178  surgical  cases.  There  were  7  private  patients. 
The  numbers  shew  an  increase  of  27  over  those  of  1927.  The 
number  of  out-patients  treated  was  525 — an  increase  of  11. 
Forty-two  cases  came  from  neighbouring  villages.  The  number 
of  Dental  Anaesthetic  Cases  was  49. 

The  average  length  of  stay  in  Hospital  was  14-49  days. 
During  the  first  six  months  of  the  year  the  daily  average  number 
of  beds  occupied  was  8,  whilst  in  the  last  six  months  the  average 
was  10. 

The  number  of  operations  carried  out  was  203.  These  were 
of  a  very  varied  character  and  included  operations  on  all  regions  o 
the  body  (many  being  of  a  very  serious  and  complicated  nature) 

The  post  operative  mortality  was  1‘9%,  and  the  total  mortality 
rate  for  all  cases  was  4‘5. 

The  work  of  the  Hospital  has  increased  during  1928,  and 
on  many  occasions  the  accommodation  was  taxed  to  its  utmost. 
There  was  frequently  a  waiting  list  for  patients  requiring 
admission  and  urgent  cases  had  to  be  sent  elsewhere  as  the 
beds  were  full. 

Our  thanks  are  due  to  Stradbroke  Girls’  School  for  pre¬ 
senting  an  Instrument  Table  bought  by  the  proceeds  of  the 
sale  of  silver  paper  collected  by  them  and  friends. 

We  wish  to  record  our  appreciation  of  the  excellent  work 
of  our  Matron  and  her  staff.

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Report  of  Ladies’  Committee,  1 928. 


This  has  been  an  eventful  and  successful  year. 

The  Whist  Drive,  held  on  February  7th  at  the  Cliff  Hotel, 
realized  £27  net.  The  Committee  wish  to  thank  Colonel  Jones 
and  the  Directors  for  kindly  lending  the  room,  and  providing 
refreshments,  and  all  donors  of  prizes. 

In  April  the  Stradbroke  Girls’  School  sent  a  gift  of  300 
eggs  with  preserving  pail,  and  water  glass, 

Alexandra  Day  was  held  on  June  13th,  and  was  again  most 
successful,  the  sale  of  roses  amounting  to  the  sum  of  £65  7s.  7d. 
The  Rose  Day  Whist  Drive  was  this  year  organized  by  a  Joint 
Committee  of  the  Liberal  and  Conservative  Clubs,  and  was  held 
at  the  Liberal  Club,  There  was  a  record  attendance  of  257 
players,  and  the  net  proceeds  amounted  to  £20  12s,  6d,  Thanks 
are  due  to  the  organizers,  and  to  all  who  gave  the  many  valuable 
prizes.  Total  amount  paid  to  Hospital  was  £72  13s,  Od, 

As  the  result  of  a  Rummage  Sale  held  at  Hobland,  arranged 
by  Mrs,  Cook,  Mrs.  Castle,  Mrs.  Lark  and  Mrs.  Frank  Arnold, 
a  sum  of  £22  was  raised  for  the  Hospital,  With  the  proceeds 
6  pairs  of  blankets,  12  sheets,  5  yards  of  damask,  4  quilts,  18 
yards  of  pillow  cotton  and  3  kitchen  table  cloths  were 
purchased. 

The  Pound  Day  results  broke  all  records,  over  2000  pounds 
being  received,  and  money  to  the  value  of  £7  Os,  3^d.  Special 
notice  must  be  drawn  to  the  effort  of  the  Stradbroke  Girls  who 
contributed  1000  pounds  of  groceries,  etc,  They  also  presented 
a  fully  equipped  child’s  cot.  The  Stradbroke  Infants  collected 
over  100  pounds,  and  the  villages  of  Bradwell,  Browston  and 
Fritton  sent  valuable  contributions. 
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An  important  new  scheme  has  been  started  this  year,  from 
which  it  is  hoped  substantial  help  will  be  forthcoming  in  aid  of 
the  Hospital,  In  November  the  Committee  invited  their  friends 
to  a  Social  at  the  Memorial  Hall,  kindly  lent  by  Miss  Mayhew, 
150  were  present,  and  it  was  decided  to  form  a  Guild  of  Service 
to  help  the  Hospital  ;  over  200  members  have  already  joined. 
By  means  of  this  Guild  it  is  hoped  to  replenish  the  house  linen, 
and  small  domestic  necessities  which  the  Matron  needs,  As  a 
result  of  the  appeal  made  that  afternoon,  various  valuable  gifts 
have  already  been  received,  including  a  stretcher,  8  trays  and 
three  days  work  by  a  carpenter. 

The  Committee  regret  to  report  the  resignation  of  the  Hon. 
Secretary,  Mrs.  Cook,  and  thank  her  for  her  valuable  services,  at 
the  same  time  expressing  their  great  pleasure  that  she  is  not 
severing  her  connection  with  the  Hospital.
